1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment filed on 09/17/08. 

2. Claims 1 8-22, 24-30 and 32-39 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 18-22, 24-30 and 32-39 were indicated allowable. The prior art of record does not 
disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for a compact drive as defined by the 
limitations of claims 18 and 39, including a housing having a housing cover, an electric motor, a 
transmission and a frequency converter, wherein the frequency converter is arranged laterally in 
a direction orthogonal with respect to the rotor shaft, and the two sides of an output shaft of the 
transmission are accessible to provide a two-sided powered take-off.
